At the recent meeting in Springfield, Mass.,_ of the Rotary 


Clubs of New England, John N. Dyer of Indiana, first vice 
president of the International Association of Rotary Clubs, 
made an address in which he presented what seems to him 
like the cure for the high cost of living. He said: "I he cure 
for tile-high cost of living is the ten-hour work day. until such 
time as production-exceeds consumption and.a surplus is laid 
bvrfor the:proverbial rainy day. When production exceeds 
cdnsumption.costs will decline'; . The;grealfest.problem con- 
f rodting us pertains to the risingctiSts of^^li|ilg. - Us sohh 
lion awaits a change in. the hearl$ t)f;jWerttf inhere must be a 
necessary reaction from the graiping attitude most of us,take 
toward life. We are buck'passers—most of 
•us." 


''~l'his is in line with what has been said bypthers. More than 
one student of affairs'lms said that production, and more pro- 
duction, is the only remedy-for a condition of which practi- 
cally everybody is complaining. Mr. Dyer speaks of Ihe len- 
h'our day, which is only one way of depleting grealer produc- 


' At first thought (his probably will not slrike the workers 
favorably. Tlie popular idea among them at the presenl lime 
is to strive for shbr.ler hours and more pay. They realize that 
restriction of nrbdiiclioii increases the price of the commodity, 
but seem to foYg'e'l (liat Ihe1 high prices must necessarily come 
directly home to diem. '''Aiid when these come relief is sought 
in higher wages, another thing that increases Ihe cost of. pro- 
duction, which in every case must be paid by'lhe consumer. 


The idea of increasing production unlil il overtakes con- 


sumption is somewhal ,olcl-fasllioncd, but it is sound never- 
theless and will have to be adopled before Ihe cosl of living 
can be brought down to any appreciable exlent. The grasp- 
ing altitude of which Mr. Dyer speaks will have to be' aban- 
doned if the people are to work their way back to conditions 
which will make living less strenuous and exasperaling'Tlian
